Tweed  wa.> «  seutenefd  to  imprisonmemtin 
the  County  Jail,  add  the  Sheriff  has  got  no 
more  right  to  abridge  tha£  sentence  l»v 
three  days  than  he  has*  to  abridge  it  by 
three  years.  In  the  |  next  place,  Tweed  is 
using  his  leisure  apparently  lor  the  purpose 
of  cheating  the  people  of  New  York  out  of 
all  chance  of  getting  Hoick  a  portion  of  the 
money  which  he  1ms  stolen.  It  would  be  just 
as  “  humane”  for  Sheriff  Brennan  to  allow 
a  burglar  to  hold  a  few  days’  levee  of  his 
paLs  in  the  Tombs,  with  the  view  of  advan¬ 
tageously  disposing  pf  purloined  plate,  as  it 
is  to  allow  Tweed  the  opportunity  of  be¬ 
stowing  on  his  relatives  t lie  properly  pur¬ 
chased  out  of  tli&j  plunder  of  the  City 
Treasury.  The  District  Attorney  is  of  opin¬ 
ion  that  there  is  a  point  at  which  Tweed’s 
further  detention  in  the  Tombs  may  beeoine 
a  breach  of  official  duty,  and  may  subject 
the  Sheriff  to  imdlrtment.

A  BOOK  OF  STARTLING  INTEREST 


M  William  M.  Tweed,  the  greatest  public 
jf -robber  of  modern  times,  having  at  Lost  been 
f  convicted,  received  his  sentence  on  Saturday 
j  Jternoon  of  last  week.  The  closing  scene  in 
tltin  great  legal  drama  is  described  in  a  me¬ 
tropolitan  daily  as  “one  that  will  live  iu  the 
judiciE  |tnnala  of  this  country  as  long  as  the 
b  tri.il  o*  A\  arren  Hastings  shall  survive  m 
jj  ti»»-  memory  of  Englishmen  or  the  parlin- 
F  ih<  nt.trv  records  of  Great  Britain.  Iu  all 
the  crowded  and  intelligent  audience  that 
picked  the  court-room  from  ten  o’clock  in 
tin  morning  until  after  four  o’clock  in  the 
afternoon  there  was  not  one  who  could  fail 

t  be  impressed  with  this  exhibition  of  the 

majesty  and  power  of  the  law,  which,  ul- 
tUuugh  it  encompassed  its  victim  without 
rvuv  or  demonstration,  still  bound  him  as 
I: truly  and  dragged  him  onward  to  his  doom 
as  certainly  ns  though,  as  in  the  old  days, 
it'  grip  had  been  of  literal  iron  and  his 
f  ifst,  i >s  had  echoed  the  clanging  of  a  load 
oC  chains.” 

Tlte  Graphic  pen -picture  depicts  tho  cen¬ 
tral  figure  of  the  scene,  William  Mareey 
Tweed,  his  features  and  his  attitude  pro- 
c  aiming  him  a  broken — almost  a  hopeless 
old  mau.  His  attitude  betokened  that  he 
L  it  hiijfself  eugulfed  by  the  bitter  waters  of 
humiliation,  and  that  he  knew  himself  de¬ 
fine  less;  ho  made  no  stand  or  fight  against 
his  fate,  baton  the  other  hand  he  allowed 
himself  to  make  no  demonstration  of  des¬ 
pair,  and  showed  that  he  had  been  forced 
from  his  attitude  of  defiance  only  as  far  as 
passivenesa  and  not  to  desperation. 

Mr.  Graham,  his  .counsel  occupied  an 
hour  and  a  linlf  in  a  hopeless  task  to  shield 
ltis  client  *from  the  doom  of  justice. — 
Judge  Davis  calmly  and  dispassionately  con¬ 
sidered  jKiint  after  point  of  the  argument, 
::nd  concluded  by  saying  “all  these  points 
4  must  be  overruled.  The  motion  in  arrest 
of  judgment  is  denied.”  Then  the  prose¬ 
cution  through  Mr.  Trcmaiu,  moved  that 
judgment  be  passed  upon  the  prisoner,  call¬ 
ing  for  a  separate  judgment  upon  each  of- 
fciiee.  In  reply  to  tin  t  motion  Mr.  Graham 
started  to  his  feet  in  amazement. 

At  last  came  the  impressive  scene  of  the 
arraignment  for  sentence,  the  humbled 
mnguate  of  a  great  city  standing  defenceless 
before  his  judge  and  listening  to  his  doom 
as  one  by  one  the  years  of  his  imprisonment 
wen-  told  off  to  him.  His  face  was  unmoved, 
but  his  hand  clutched  the  chair- vail  upon 
which  it  rested  with  a  fores  that  made  the 
blue  ti-ius  stand  out  like  whip  cords,  and 
the  chair  shook  until  it  rattled  on  the  car¬ 
pet.  Th»  sentence,  aggregates  twelve  years 
•  imprisonment  in  the  penitentiary  aud  a  fiDe 
of  $12,500,00.  At  its  conclusion  the  prison¬ 
er  withdrew  his  eyes  from  the  Judge,  and 
torn  moment  looked  around  in  a  dazed  or 
4ji  wildercd  manner,  and  then  sank  into  his 
f-oat.  Then  he  l<>st  all  semblance  of  self- 
command.  and  sat  bowed  down  to  an  al¬ 
most  shapeless  mass,  until  he  was  aroused 
by  a  touch  «>n  the  t-h  odder  by  the  Deputy 
Sheriff.  In  obedience  to  this  reminder  lie 
arose,  and  walked  unsteadily  into  the  clerk  s 
office,  adjoining  the  court-room.
